PLATINUM. 


The miners along the Saskatchewan River, 
in washing for gold, have founda white 
looking metal lying in the same strata, and 
found in the same bars, as gold. It is 
heavy and proof against the action or 
mercury or fire. This. metal is known as 
platinum, and is a rare and very valuable 
one. It certainly exists in considerable 
quantities along the river, and it maybe to a 
Kreuter extent than yet known, as no 
prospecting has been done, and very little 
atteution paid to it, so far. In whatis 
known asthe Huney mine, now owned by 
Thomas Henderson, of this town, a metal 
is found that seems to resembie platinum to 
some extent, and which on exami:ation 
may prove to be it either in its nature state 
or alloyed with other substan es, in which 
condition it has been found. Whatever it is 
it has resisted the action of the fire, that at 
one time burned the coal deposits of thet
